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Claims 1 and 5-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The recitation of mechanical support or reception head including suction pump 
constitutes New Matter. The Specification does not support the recitation of the receiving head 
receiving the suction pump, or any other pump, as claimed. Instead the drawings and 
specification support that while the reception head and mechanical support encompass the filter 
unit including membrane, the pump is connected to the reception head but located outside 
thereof. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Haley et al 
PGPUBS Document US2004/00005 18 as based on Provisional Application 60/368,344, filed 
03/28/2002 in view of Lee et al patent 6,171,480. Haley discloses a device that effects drainage 
(paragraph 55 concerns drainage of excess overflow water to recirculation tank 32) and 
comprises a filter unit (trickling filter) that has a mechanical support 10 comprising reception 
head 12 for receiving a filter unit (paragraph 54), suction pump 36 or 38 (paragraph 55) being 
connected to the mechanical support, weight sensor/load cell (paragraphs 66 and 78) on which 
the mechanical support is mounted and adaptable to deliver weight signals, a user interface , and 
a control unit adapted to operate flow of fluid through the filter (paragraph 79 and 80) and 
suction pump in response to determined threshold weights (paragraphs 69 and 78-80). Recitation 
of the filter unit or device being used for microbiological testing of liquids is accorded limited 
patentable weight since no recited structure is directed to any aspect of such testing. 

The claims differ in requiring the filter unit to include a membrane. However, Lee et al 
teach a trickling filter adjacent a membrane filter in a purifying device (column 7, line 55- 
column 8, line 64). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have added 
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such membrane filter to the Haley device, so as to remove microbiological contaminants and 
other contaminants of very fine diameter. 

Claims 5-16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Each of claims 5-7 and 10-15 are deemed to distinguish in view of recitations of the 
support comprising a reception head or reception head support having one of a selectively 
operable valve, lockable connecting means, or removable fastening means. 

Claims 8 and 16 respectively distinguish in view of the recited frame features with the 
frame being a separate unit from the support. 

Claim 9 distinguishes in view of the mechanical support being coupled to the suction 
pump by a tubular member having at least one flexible portion extending perpendicularly to the 
direction of operation of weight sensor. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 5-16 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
